Separate blaze claims 
mobile home the day before

Firefighters from every department in 
the county responded to a fire at 6295 
North U.S. 127 at 9:45 p.m. on March 
27. 

The century old wood structure was 
severely damaged by the fire that started 
somewhere in the vicinity of the mas¬ 
ter bedroom, said Arlen Sanders, who 
owns the rental property with his wife, 
Brenda. 

According to Brush Creek Fire Chief 
Gale Scott, the house was fully engulfed

fighters knocked the fire down quickly, 
because the house was a wood two story 
structure, the fire had already spread. 

Sanders said that of the six family 
members who lived in the house, only 
the father was home at the time the fire 
broke out. His wife and five children- 
were visiting relatives in Ohio. 

“He was taking a shower and when he 
got out, he heard a crackling sound in the 
master bedroom,” Sanders said. 

Sanders also said that the parents lost 
all their clothing but firefighters were 
able to get some other things out. 

Scott said that he’s grateful for the 
rapid response from firefighters.

Botany for beginners

Barbarea vema is? How about 
dry land cress? Still doesn’t 
ring a bell? I’ll bet you know 
this plant as creeses or creesy 
greens, don’t you? 

It’s that time of year for a 
mess of them. If you don’t get 
them now, they will soon go to 
seed and the fields and bottoms 
will be covered with beauti¬ 
ful yellow flowers on delicate 
stems. 

When I was in high school 
one of my classmates very in¬ 
nocently asked our teacher, who 
happened to be my father, “Mr. 
Wells, do you have any creeses 
on your bottom?” Needless to 
say, everyone in the class, in¬ 
cluding my father, roared with 
laughter. 

My father never missed as 
opportunity after that to say, 
“Molane, do you have any 
creeses on your bottom?” 
Fifty years later, I still do the 
same thing when I see her. She 
doesn’t think it’s a hoot any 
longer. 

Do you know what Vinca 
minor is? I’ll bet you know it 
as periwinkle, a low-growing 
perennial with beautiful blue 
flowers in the spring. Old 
graveyards planted periwinkle 
as a ground cover and if you see 
it blooming on banks near the 
sides of the road, you can bet 
there is an old graveyard hiding 
from you. 

There is evidence of this on 
the bank just before you turn 
into Garland Hoskins Road go¬ 
ing to Lake Liberty. Another 
spot is on the bank next to 
Green River Christian Church 
in Yosemite. They are quite 
lovely right now. 

Do you know what Paeonia 
suffruticosa of the family Paeo- 
niaceae is? You probably know 
this one as the wonderfiil peo¬ 
ny. Some people pronounce it 
“PEE’-onee,” others pronounce 
it “pee-OH’-nee.”

I like that! They are definite¬ 
ly as beautiful as roses, in my 
book. I keep adding them to my 
yard and am always so glad to 
see them in the spring. 

Here’s one everybody should 
know: Taraxacum officinale. 
Oh, come on! Everybody 
knows this one. It’s the com¬ 
mon dandelion. It might be a 
pest in the yard but it is very 
popular among people who 
practice folk medicine. 

It is said that the fresh juice 
of a dandelion stem — when 
applied to a wound — will 
fight infection and help heal 
the wound. In addition, it is 
supposed to remove warts and 
corns. The list of other ailments 
it’s used to treat goes on and on 
and on. 

My favorite use of the dan¬ 
delion is dandelion wine. Frank 
Van Dorsten made some and 
gave me a small bottle of it two 
or three years ago. I’m sure it 
cleared up my skin complaints, 
purified my blood, and acted 
like a tonic. It also improved 
my appetite, a terrible side ef¬ 
fect, I’m thinking. Here’s the 
recipe for making it: 

Frank's Dandelion Wine 

1. Pour a gallon of boiling 
water over 3 quarts of thor¬ 
oughly washed dandelion blos¬ 
soms. 

Cover and let stand over¬ 
night. In the morning, strain off 
liquid. 

2. Add 3 1/2 lbs. sugar and 
4-5 sliced up lemons. Heat just 
enough to melt sugar. 

3. Pour into a crock and cover 
with cheesecloth; let work for 
2-3 weeks in a warm place. 

After fermentation has 
ceased, strain, bottle, and seal 
for future “medicinal” pur¬ 
poses.

I don’t know why people 
think they have to talk like 
that. And this couple lived 
together just to have sex. 
Terrible,” he said. 

“Well, what was the name 
of the movie?” I asked. 

“I don’t even know,” he 
responded. 

“You didn’t know the 
name of the movie? Why 
did you see it?” was my re- 
ply. 

“Didn’t intend to. We 
misread the marquee and 
went in the wrong theatre!” 
he said. 

I started laughing at the 
thought of these perplexed 
men, well into their 80s, 
sitting in the wrong theater, 
grimacing at each other, try¬ 
ing to figure out what’s go¬ 
ing on. 

Then, I caught myself. 
“What am I laughing about? 
I haven’t told him my sto¬ 
ry.” 

As the saying goes, “The 
acorn didn’t fall far from 
the tree.” 

And if you think about it, 
it didn’t fall far from you 
either. 

We’re all communica¬ 


tively impaired. The Tree of 
Communication Confusion, 
planted in the Garden of 
Eden, blossomed when our 
first ancestors ignored God 
and misread Satan. Then 
the confusion went viral at 
the Tower of Babel. Though 
down the centuries, through 
word and prophesy, God 
kept trying to grab human¬ 
kind’s attention, most just 
didn’t get it.

Company with local owners working to fill 
order for 18,000 championship T-shirts

Kentucky Wildcat fans 
around the world were sit¬ 
ting on the edge of their seats 
Monday night in anticipation 
of the men’s basketball team 
defeating Kansas in a nation¬ 
al championship matchup. 

When they did clinch the 
victory, one group of Wild¬ 
cat fans with ties to Casey 
County thought the victory 
suited them to a “T” — as in 
T-shirts, 18,000 of them. 

10th Planet, a Danville 
company that does screen 
printing on T-shirts, had con¬ 
tracted with Knight Apparel 
of North Carolina to imprint 
the officially licensed Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcat national cham¬ 
pionship T-shirts — but only 
if the Cats won. 

Casey Countians James 
and Susan Dixon, along 
with family members Cliff 
and Jeanne Hellyer, own the 
business on George Martin 
Drive. 

Susan Dixon said that their 
16 employees began work as 
soon as it looked like Ken¬ 
tucky had won the game. 

“We started getting things 
in place, opening boxes and 
getting shirts out that had to 
be done according to sizes,” 
she said. 

Employees also had to 
make boxes to put the print¬ 
ed shirts in that were then 
sorted according to design, 


sizes and destinations. 

Shirts are printed with 
three different championship 
designs, run through a dryer 
and then affixed with col¬ 
legiate stickers attesting to 
being an officially licensed 
product of the NCAA. 

Dixon said on Tuesday 
morning that they worked 
through the night printing 
shirts and the first order went 
out by courier at 4 a.m. 

The shirts, which should 
all be printed and shipped 
within 48 to 72 hours, are 
destined for Sam’s Clubs, 
Meijer and Target stores in 
the Lexington area, she said. 

Dixon said that officials 
from Knight Apparel con¬ 
tacted them last year and vis¬ 
ited their company to deter¬ 
mine if they were capable of 
doing large orders in a short 
amount of time. 

“We were on the agenda 
last year but UK just didn’t 
quite get there,” she said. 

Knight officials have a list 
of these companies around 
the country and prior to 
March madness, they proj¬ 
ect who will be in the Final 
Four game and they contact 
screen printers in the general 
vicinity of those schools, she 
said. 

Dixon said the champion¬ 
ship is worth working around 
the clock for a few days. 

“There’s some worn out 
people in there,” she said.

The Rev. Bmce Hiner under¬ 
stands his calling to preach and 
minister to the flock at Liberty’s 
United Methodist Church. 

But he also sees that there’s 
more than preaching when he 
reaches out to be God’s catalyst 
to heal hurts and wounds that 
people pack around like bag¬ 
gage. 

Hiner, pastor of LUMC 
since the end of June, said that 
after arriving in Liberty, he be¬ 
gan asking questions about felt 
needs in the community. 

“When I asked what are the 
needs of Casey County, I heard 
things like: ‘Drug addiction 
or other addictions and things 
like unforgiveness,”’ he said. 
“And, if it’s that bad, maybe 
the church should be doing 
something.” 

The pastor felt led to offer 
a “Celebrate Recovery” class 
which begins April 15 at 6 
p.m. in the church’s Fellowship 
Hall. 

Hiner said that the class, 
which started at Saddleback 
Church in California, is based 
on the 12-step program of Al¬ 
coholics Anonymous. 

However, whereas A. A. urg¬ 
es members to seek help from a 
“higher power,” C.R. unasham¬ 
edly proclaims the higher pow¬ 
er to be Jesus Christ. 

“There can be no healing 
apart from Jesus Christ,” he 
said. 

The class, which will be di¬ 
vided into a men’s and a wom¬ 
en’s group, is for anyone who’s 
dealing with chemical addic¬ 
tions like dmgs. 

Further, possible class topics 
include physical/emotional and 
sexual abuse, codependency, 
financial recovery, recovery 
from anger, and same sex at¬ 
traction, among others. 

According to Hiner, there’s 
two parts to the meeting — 
teaching and worship for an 


hour and then breaking into the 
two groups. 

During the group meetings, 
anonymity and confidentiality 
are basic requirements. 

Hiner said that CR will pro¬ 
vide participants a safe place 
to share their experiences, 
strengths, and hopes with oth¬ 
ers who are also going through 
a Christ-centered recovery. 

Each group will have a 
leader who has been through 
a similar hurt, hang-up or habit 
and who will lead the group as 
it centers on a particular “step” 
each week. 

The first step, Hiner said, is 
to talk about denial — a belief 


that expresses itself as “I can 
handle this,” or “I can quit any 
time that I want to.” 

And very often addiction 
is present because of a person 
hiding their problem. 

“One reason people stmggle 
with addiction is the secrecy 
of addiction. Secrecy is part of 
what gives it its power,” Hiner 
said. 

The class is designed to last 
30 weeks and is for those who 
are 18 years and older.

12 die on Kentucky roadways March 26-April 1 


Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that 12 people died in 12 
separate crashes on Kentucky 
roadways from Monday, 
March 26, through Sunday, 
April 1, 2012. 

Seven of the fatalities in¬ 
volved motor vehicles and one 
victim was not wearing a seat 
belt. Single-fatality crashes oc¬ 
curred in Christian, Grayson, 
Lewis, Oldham, Pendleton, 
and Rockcastle (2) counties. 
The crash in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Five fatalities involved a 
motorcycle and occurred in 


Boone, Hart, Logan, Madi¬ 
son, and McCracken counties. 
Four of the victims were not 
wearing helmets. The crash 
in Logan County involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

Through Apr. 1, 2012, pre¬ 
liminary statistics* indicate 
that 151 people have lost their 
fives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is one less 
fatality than reported for the 
same time period in 2011. 
There have been 129 motor ve¬ 
hicle fatalities and 73 of those 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. Eighteen of those crash¬ 
es involved a commercial 


motor vehicle. Nine crashes 
involved a motorcycle and six 
victims were not wearing hel¬ 
mets. Two crashes involved 
an ATV and one victim was 
not wearing a helmet. Eleven 
crashes involved a pedestrian. 
Twenty-five deaths have re¬ 
sulted from crashes involving 
the suspected use of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, lo¬ 
cation, direction of travel and 


license number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforcement 
agencies throughout the state 
to report any crashes and 
fatalities that may have oc¬ 
curred in their areas. Crash 
data for this report is gener¬ 
ated from the Kentucky Fatal¬ 
ity Analysis Reporting System 
(FARS).

Adair hospital district Industrial hemp has backers in 
hires physician state legislature 


ADAIR COUNTY — The Adair Coun¬ 
ty hospital district has tentatively hired Dr. 
Phil Aaron, a longtime physician in Adair 
County. Aaron most recently practiced 
medicine at Taylor Rural Health. 

The district board of directors, who met in 
a special called meeting on Monday, spent 
more than an hour in closed session before 
coming back into session and announcing 
that they had approved general terms for a 
contract with Aaron. 

The purpose of the executive session was 
to hammer out general terms for the con¬ 
tract. The board also approved granting In¬ 
terim CEO Tim Menton the authority to ne¬ 
gotiate the contract based on those terms. 

The details of the contract were not re¬ 
leased because the contract has yet to be 
signed. Should Aaron agree to the contract, 
he would then offer general family practice 
with the district. 

Health Department has 
financial difficulties 

BOYLE COUNTY - The Boyle County 
Health Department expects to be in the hole 
for $230,000 at the end of the current fis¬ 
cal year, which ends June 30. The financial 
outlook for the coming fiscal year is equal¬ 
ly grim. 

Brent Blevins, Public Health Director, 
told Boyle County Fiscal Court that three 
staff members have been laid off, reduc¬ 
ing the number of staff from 16 to 13 posi¬ 
tions. 

Blevins said that declining federal and 
state funding has made it difficult to keep 
pace with expenditures, which were pro¬ 
jected to be $1.47 million for the current 
fiscal year. He said that expected revenue, 
staff reductions, and savings in other areas 
will still make it difficult to balance the 
budget. 

The positions eliminated were health ed¬ 
ucator, a receptionist, and a part-time nurse. 
Blevins said job responsibilities have been 
shifted and no services will be curtailed. 
That could change, depending on possible 
additional cuts from some of the major 
funding sources that have already dwindled 
over the past few years. 

Blevins said it is unknown at this time 
what government funding will be for 2012- 
2013, but it is expected to be at least eight 
to ten percent less than for the current fiscal 
year. 

Fiscal Court approved the health board’s 
recommended tax rate of 2.4 cents per 
$100 on real and personal property and mo¬ 
tor vehicles for 2012, the same rate as for 
2011-2012. The tax is expected to generate 
$502,364 in revenue. 


MARION COUNTY - State Rep. Terry 
Mills and State Sen. Joey Pendleton of Hop¬ 
kinsville have introduced similar legislation in 
their respective houses in the hopes of mak¬ 
ing industrial hemp a legal cash crop again in 
Kentucky. 

Mills stressed to the House of Representa¬ 
tives Agriculture Committee that it was not to 
promote marijuana but that industrial hemp 
has been illegal to grow because it has been 
tied to its cousin in the plant kingdom. Hemp 
was used to make rope during the World Wars 
but competition from nylon rope makers and, 
he believes, the clout of the DuPont family, 
got it declared illegal. 

Pendleton believes hemp could provide a 
boost to the Kentucky economy. It can be used 
to make a wide variety of products such as pa¬ 
per, clothing, biodiesel, and ethanol. He said it 
will produce twice the ethanol per acre as com 
will and could help reduce U.S. dependence 
on foreign oil. 

Pendleton is hopeful that with more educa¬ 
tion the bill will become law in 2013. 

Missionary charged with sex 
and drug crimes in Belize 

PULASKI COUNTY - Bryan Sears, a lo¬ 
cal missionary, was accused last October of 
three counts of “unnatural crime” stemming 
from allegations that he had forcible sex with 
three teenage brothers in Behze. 

While he was out of jail on bail, he was ar¬ 
rested on Dec. 16 for possession of dmgs. 

Sears, 35, appeared in court last week. Pat¬ 
rick E. Jones, senior news producer with Love 
Television in Behze City, said Sears’ case was 
adjourned until July 26. 

Jones said Sears’ bail stipulation was main¬ 
tained and he was ordered to go before a mag¬ 
istrate each Monday to sign a registry to as¬ 
sure that he would not flee the country. 

Water tower is gone 

RUSSELL COUNTY - The large, rust¬ 
ing water tower on east Highway 80 in Russell 
Springs was razed last week. 

The tower, which many considered a land¬ 
mark, was built in 1971 to provide water to 
the old Russell Sportswear building that now 
houses a branch of Stephens Pipe and Steel. 

Russell Springs Mayor Hollis DeHart said 
they had been trying to get the unused wa¬ 
ter tower down for five or six years. DeHart 
said that it would have been prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive to refurbish it because of its age and 
the fact that it had lead paint on it. It was last 
painted approximately 25 years ago. 

Iseler Demolition, a Michigan-based com¬ 
pany, was responsible for the demolition. 


Deputy jailer arrested 

LINCOLN COUNTY - Justin Lee 
Pearson, 21, a deputy jailer at the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail, was arrested for al¬ 
legedly trafficking contraband into the jail. 

Pearson, who had worked at the jail for 
only a few months, is being held in the Fay¬ 
ette County Detention Center in Lexington 
on a $2,500 cash bond. 

Lincoln County Jailer David Gooch said 
it is not a common occurrence that jail staff 
are arrested for breaking the law. Gooch 
said that the internal affairs investigation 
that implicated Pearson is not over and it 
is possible more arrests will be made. He 
declined to elaborate further. 

The Kentucky State Police Drug En¬ 
forcement/Special Investigations Division 
for the Eastern District of Kentucky aided 
in the investigation.

Producers who 
want to offer eligible land for 
CRP’s competitive general 
sign-up may enroll at the Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) county 
office where their farm records 
are maintained. 

CRP is a voluntary program 
available to agricultural pro¬ 
ducers to help them use en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive land 
for conservation benefits. Pro¬ 
ducers enrolled in CRP plant 
long-term, resource-conserving 
covers to improve the quality 
of water, control soil erosion 
and develop wildlife habitat. In 
return, USDA provides partici¬ 
pants with rental payments and 
cost-share assistance. Contract 
duration is between 10 and 15 
years. Producers with expiring 
contracts and producers with 
environmentally sensitive land 
are encouraged to evaluate their 
options under CRP. 

CRP has a 25-year legacy of 
successfully protecting the na¬ 
tion’s natural resources through 
voluntary participation, while 
providing significant economic 
and environmental benefits to 
mral communities across the 
United States. Currently, about 
30 million acres are enrolled in 
CRP. 

CRP continues to make ma¬ 
jor contributions to national ef¬ 
forts to improve water and air 
quality, prevent soil erosion by 
protecting the most sensitive 
areas including those prone 
to flash flooding and runoff. 
At the same time, CRP has 
helped increase populations 
of pheasants, quail, ducks, 
and other rare species, like the 
sage grouse, the lesser prairie 
chicken, and others. Highlights 
of CRP include: 

• CRP has restored more than 
two million acres of wetlands 
and two million acres of ripar¬ 
ian buffers; 

• Each year, CRP keeps more

How to protect yourself from Lyme disease

As the weather gets warmer 
and you head outdoors, take 
precautions to avoid the risk 
of tick bites. If you have a tick 
bite, five in an area known for 
Lyme disease or have recently 
traveled to an area where it oc¬ 
curs, contact your health care 
provider to be tested. 

Lyme disease is a flu-like 
illness transported by the com¬ 
mon deer tick, which feeds on 
deer, white-footed mice and 
other mammals. In the month 
following a bite, symptoms 
include a red, expanding rash 
called erythema migrans (EM), 
which gradually expands over 
a period of several days and 
usually feels warm to the touch, 
though it is rarely itchy. Other 
symptoms include fatigue, 
chills, fever, headache, muscle 
and joint aches and swollen 
lymph nodes. 

Untreated, Lyme disease 


might spread from the site of 
the bite to other parts of the 
body, producing several symp¬ 
toms that come and go. These 
include additional EM lesions 
in other areas of the body, loss 
of muscle tone on one or both 
sides of the face, severe head¬ 
aches and neck stiffness due 
to meningitis, pain and swell¬ 
ing in the large joints, shooting 
pains that can interfere with 
sleep and heart palpitations and 
dizziness. Chronic ailments 
that will be present for the rest 
of your fife can develop if the 
disease is not treated. 

To avoid tick bites while 
outdoors, cover up your skin, 
avoid wooded areas, use insect 
repellents on clothing and skin, 
check regularly for ticks on the 
skin or clothing, use tick repel¬ 
lents on pets and check their fur 
for ticks. 

If you are bitten by a tick, 
remove it by pulling it straight 
up. Avoid twisting the tick, as 


this can result in its body parts 
remaining embedded beneath 
your skin, which will cause an 
infection. If you suspect that 
you have had a tick bite, see 
your health care provider and 
get tested for Lyme disease.

Liberty Military Band 

The Liberty Comet Band was organized in 1910 with a set of by-laws which included a fine of 25 cents for any member absent at the regular 
meeting nights unless he had a reasonable excuse; a fine of 5 cents for a member to blow or play his horn or drum in the band room when not 
playing a piece of music; and a fine of 25 cents for a member to play or blow a horn or drum on the streets when going to or from the band room, 
according to an excerpt from "Casey County, Kentucky 1806-1977," compiled by the late Gladys C. Thomas. Members of the original band were 
Maurice Humphrey (tuba), Willie D. Allen (tenor), Oscar D. Fair (alto), Andrew B. Dillon (cornet), Walter Sullivan, C.C. Carson (snare drum), Floyd 
Wright (bass drum), Charles H. Fair (tenor), D.C. Portman (alto), and Harvey Bartle Sr. (slide trombone). In 1911, additional members joined the 
band, which was then called the Liberty Military Band. By this date, the band had a music teacher and uniforms and were performing at special 
events and ceremonies in and out of the county. This photo was taken May 30,1915.

Mattress fire in city jail is almost fatal

Originally published in 
the Dec. 16, 1954 issue of

A mattress fire in the city 
jail at Liberty could have 
cost the life of a prisoner 
Saturday night, if Policeman 
Ray Thomas had not arrived 
at the right time. 

Thomas told this story: 
Two prisoners tore up a cou¬ 
ple of mattresses Saturday 
night and scattered the cot¬ 
ton contents over most of the 
city jail. They tore off a $30 
heater and destroyed it. 

Thomas said he picked up 
a man on a drunken driving 
charge in what he described 
as a very limber condition. 
He said he searched the man 
before locking him up by 
himself, but must have failed 
to take all the matches off 
him. 

Returning to look at the 
prisoner about three hours 
later he found the place on 
fire. The torn mattress was

Where Patients Come First 
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Casey County High event planners are striving for'wow'moment

Prom night is a special 
time when the stars twinkle, 
young ladies become prin¬ 
cesses in their ball gowns 
and young men are their 
princes decked out in tux¬ 
edos. 

And if the three teach¬ 
ers who work all year long 
planning prom night have 
their way, it will be a most 
magical night. 

“We can’t tell you what 
the theme’s gonna be, but 
we’re shooting for the ‘wow’ 
or ‘ahhh’ factor,” said Ve¬ 
ronica Sengkhamyong, who 
plans the annual event with 
teachers Rachel Taylor and 
Beverly Drummond. Prom 
goers discover what the 
theme is only after arriving 
at the CCHS gym. 

Prom, for juniors and se¬ 
niors at Casey County High 
School, is slated for April 
28 and usually runs from 8 
p.m. until midnight. 

Sengkhamyong, Taylor, 
and Drummond, who’ve 
been student advisors for 
the event for the past four 
years, begin working with 
a prom committee of about 
65 students in late August or 
early September. 

Student committee mem¬ 
bers pay $5 dues and they 
are responsible for planning 
and raising the necessary 
$5,000 to $6,000 needed for 
the gala. 

“We tell the kids that if 
they don’t raise the money, 
then it’ll only be ‘toons and 
balloons,”’ Taylor said. 

Last year’s theme, “Don’t 
Want to Miss a Thing,” was 
typical of the elaborate dec¬ 
orations and food that have 
been the hallmark of past 
events. 

Drummond said that typi¬ 
cally, about $2,000 is raised 
from tickets sales and the

rest comes from other fund 
raising events held during 
the year. 

Seniors pay $15 per tick¬ 
et, juniors $20, and guest 
tickets are $25. Attendees 
must be 15 to 21 years of 
age on the date of the prom. 
High school drop-outs can¬ 
not attend. 

CCHS Principal Barry 
Lee approves all attendees 
while students from other 
high schools are required to 
have a form signed by their 
principal attesting to their 
good attendance, behavior 
and academic performance. 

Before going 

If a student doesn’t have 
the money to attend, do¬ 
nations from teachers and 
other individuals help rent 
tuxedos and buy dresses, 
especially from Cinderella’s 
Closet, located in the CCHS 
library. 

“We don’t want any stu¬ 
dent to miss prom on the 
basis of money. Nearly ev¬ 
ery teacher at this school 
has at one time or another 
given money to help buy a 
dress or rent a tux,” Seng¬ 
khamyong said. 

Students are also informed 
of certain rules before they 
arrive and while they are at 
the event. 

“No animals are per¬ 
mitted at the prom — no 
horse and carriages to bring 
them,” Sengkhamyong said, 
referring to the challenge of 


cleaning up after the hors¬ 
es. 

Security is tight with 
members of the Casey 
County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment on hand to electroni¬ 
cally wand each attendee. 

Taylor said that prom- 
goers are always under the 
watchful eye of the teachers 
who chaperone the event. 

In addition, all the side 
doors are locked to keep 
people from sneaking in. 
And if an attendee leaves, 
readmission is not permit¬ 
ted. 

Besides the students, 
there are also rules for the 
parents of prom-goers. 

Note to parents 

Parents are permitted to 
view their teens from 6 to 7 
p.m. at the gym. After that, 
it’s parent’s night out from 
the prom. 

“We have to run parents 
out of the gym when it 
starts. Some would stay all 
night if we let them,” Seng¬ 
khamyong said. 

One industrious mother 
found a way to sneak into 
the gym a couple of years 
ago and tried to sit in a dark 
corner of the gym to watch 
her child, Taylor said. 

“Once we saw her, she 
was asked to leave,” she 
said, laughing. Other par¬ 
ents she said, will try to 
sneak into the lobby and 
hang out, hoping to get a 
glimpse of their kids.

However, select parents 
can volunteer as coat check 
valets or work in the con¬ 
cession stand. But other 
than that, parents have to 
leave the premises. 

Dance the night away 

Sengkhamyong said that 
the night is all about making 
good memories, dancing, 
and having a good and safe 
time with their friends. 

Disc jockey Larry Lee 
provides non-stop music 
and entertainment for the 
kids. 

And one thing stands out 
that they’ve seen the past 
few years — a solidarity 
among the attendees. 


“We are all Casey Rebels 
and you’ll see people danc¬ 
ing with people they didn’t 
come with,” Drummond 
said. 

In addition to dance mu¬ 
sic, Sengkhamyong said 
that there’s elaborate food 
provided for the kids once 
they’ve worked up an appe¬ 
tite dancing. 

Still, with all the hard 
work that goes into the 
event, the three advisors 
say that it’s worth it. 

“They get two proms in 
their lifetime and they need 
to be memorable.

Compare award letters to find best college deal 


By now, most high school 
seniors should have com¬ 
pleted the college applica¬ 
tion process and will be¬ 
gin receiving financial aid 
award letters. Seniors and 
their parents should compare 
those letters to find the one 
that offers the best financial 
aid package, the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assis¬ 
tance Authority (KHEAA) 
advises. 

The letter will usually 
show the total cost of atten¬ 
dance — what it costs to go 
to that school for one school 
year, including tuition, fees, 


room, meals, books, sup¬ 
plies, transportation and per¬ 
sonal expenses. 

It may also show how 
much the student’s family 
is expected to pay toward 
those costs, the expected 
family contribution (EFC). 
The EFC is subtracted from 
the total cost of attendance 
to get a student’s financial 
need. The letter will then 
list various sources of finan¬ 
cial aid offered to pay for 
the costs not covered by the 
EFC. Students can accept or 
reject any or all of those pro¬ 
posed sources. 


Students should consider 
how much of the financial 
aid will have to be paid back 
after finishing school, es¬ 
pecially if the financial aid 
package includes federal 
student loans. If the pack¬ 
age is not enough to pay all 
expenses, students may ap¬ 
ply for a private education 
loan. Students and parents 
may visit www.kheaamar- 
ketplace.com to compare 
loan terms and interest rates 
to find the best private loan 
for their needs. 

Often more expensive 
schools will offer scholar¬ 


ships that may help bring 
the cost of attendance in line 
with other, less expensive 
schools. Students should 
consider all of their options 
and compare costs before 
selecting a college or univer¬ 
sity.

Deadline to register to vote is April 23 


The deadline to register to 
vote in the upcoming May 
22 Primary is Monday, April 
23. County clerks’ offices 
throughout Kentucky will ac¬ 
cept voter registration cards 
until the close of business on 
that date. Mail-in voter regis¬ 
tration applications must be 
postmarked by April 23. 

Voter turnout tends to be 
higher during presidential 
election years, according to 
Secretary of State Alison 
Fundergan Grimes. In antici¬ 
pation of heightened interest, 
Grimes reminds Kentuckians 
of several important voting 
laws: 

Changes in party affiliation 
for the 2012 Primary Election 
were due by Dec. 31, 2011. 
Voters who changed their par¬ 
ty affiliation after that date are 


not eligible to vote in partisan 
races in the Primary, although 
they may vote on nonpartisan 
races on the May Primary 
ballot. Since Jan. 1, 2012, 
more than 7,000 voters have 
switched party affiliation, 
forfeiting their ability to vote 
in partisan primaries in May. 
Voters who changed their 
party affiliation after Dec. 31, 
2011 may still vote for their 
candidate(s) of choice in the 
November General Election. 

Voters who have recently 
moved need to update their 
voter registration informa¬ 
tion by no later than April 
23, 2012. Pursuant to KRS 
116.025(6), individuals who 
move from one county to an¬ 
other county while the voter 
registration books are open 
and fail to update their regis¬ 


tration information before the 
voter registration books close 
are not permitted to vote in 
the Primary. 

Minors who are 17 years 
old but will be 18 years old on 
or before the General Election

The 5’9” front row hitter 
is KCU’s third signed re¬ 
cruit heading into the 2012 
season.

call amid homework on a 
Sunday evening changed ev¬ 
erything. 

“I got a letter of interest 
last summer so I sent an in¬ 
formation sheet back,” said 
King.

Consideration for bass 
fishing, wrestling team 
for CCHS discussed

Athletic Director Victor 
Black met with students and 
parents March 27 to discuss 
interest in the pursuit of a 
wrestling team and/or a bass 
fishing team at Casey Coun¬ 
ty High School for the 2012- 
2013 school year. 

“There are a lot of benefits 
for a lot of kids,” said Black 
about the possibility of add¬ 
ing either sport. Both sports 
would be eligible for male 
and female participants. 

Black addressed major 
issues that will determine 
whether the two sports will 
be approved by the Board 
of Education. Student in¬ 
terest comes first, but other 
influences include financial 
demands, area participation 
and coaching availability, as 
well as possible volunteer 
support. 

Bass Fishing 

Ten parents and students 
with bass fishing interest 
were in attendance. Black 
said there were four addi¬ 
tional students who had ex¬ 
pressed sincere interest but 
had prior obligations. 

In February the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Asso¬ 
ciate (KHSAA) announced 
bass fishing as a varsity 
sport beginning in the 2012- 
13 school year. The season 
will run from late February 
through mid-April with a 
state tournament being held 
at The Land Between the 
Lakes in Western Kentucky. 

“The biggest selling point 
for this, at our level, is there’s 
not going to be a lot of costs 
involved,” said Black. 

He also noted the rela¬ 
tively close practice areas as 
well as tournament locations, 
such as Lake Herrington, 
Dale Hollow, Green River 


and Lake Cumberland. 

Black said most of the of¬ 
ficial details have not been 
ironed out due to the KH¬ 
SAA’s attention to the state 
basketball tournaments. 

“Now they’re sitting down, 
but they’re being really tight 
lipped about it,” said Black. 

Black shared many of the 
guidelines that the Illinois 
program follows, speculating 
that the KHSAA is likely to 
primarily follow their lead. 
Illinois was the first state to 
add bass fishing as a varsity 
sports in 2009. 

“For the students who want 
to get involved, we’ve got a 
lot of people who want to 
help out,” said Black, noting 
three teachers with coaching 
certification who have ex¬ 
pressed interest. 

Wrestling 

Wrestling, not a new sport 
to the KHSAA, was re¬ 
quested for consideration as 
an additional sport at Casey 
County High School. Three 
parents attended the meeting 
with interest in wrestling. 

Black explained that 
launching a wrestling pro¬ 
gram would have high up¬ 
front costs, such as the nec¬ 
essary mats required for the 
sport. 

“The biggest problem is 
there is nobody extremely 
close (with teams),” said 
Black.. Danville and Boyle 
County have wrestling 
teams. Otherwise, Casey’s 
team would have to travel 
to the Lexington or Bowling 
Green areas in order to com¬ 
pete. 

Participants in the sport 
would be divided into weight 
classes for competition, al¬ 
lowing for male and female 
competitors who would be 
matched according to the 
weight classes. Wrestling is 
a winter sport, as is basket¬ 
ball.

Man'blistered'in explosion

A Casey County man hos¬ 
pitalized with severe bums 
from an explosion will likely 
face criminal charges that he 
allegedly had been making 
methamphetamine, said Casey 
County County Sheriff Jerry 
Coffman. 

According to Coffman, lis¬ 
ter Craig Propes, 34, arrived at 
the emergency room at Casey 
County Hospital on March 27 
about 11 a.m. with bums that 
blistered much of his body. 

“He was burned over his 
face, neck, stomach, and 
sides,” Coffman said, adding 
that he was called to the hos¬ 
pital shortly after Propes got 
there. 

When medical personnel 
at the hospital suspected that 
Propes had been exposed to 
chemicals, Casey Emergency 
Management Director Rick 
Wesley was contacted. 

“He had residue of whatev¬ 
er he was doing and therefore 
contaminated the E.R.,” Wes¬ 
ley said. 

Coffman said that he and 


Liberty Police officers were 
called to the E.R. to help re¬ 
strain Propes, who Coffman 
described as “out of control.” 

After Propes was sedated 
and under control, Wesley 
said that the area where he had 
been treated had to be decon¬ 
taminated. 

“We closed off the area, pa¬ 
tients or medical personnel got 
showers and changed clothes, 
and the areas where Propes 
had been were wiped down, 
including the outside doors,” 
Wesley said. 

But even with the commo¬ 
tion in the E.R., a hospital offi¬ 
cial said that the staff handled it 
the way they were trained to. 

“We never shut down the 
E.R. because it wasn’t any¬ 
thing major. We took care of 
it with soap and water,” said 
Casey County Hospital Ad¬ 
ministrator Rusty Tungate. 

Further, Tungate said that 
the E.R. could have accom¬ 
modated any patients who 
might have come in. 

“It wasn’t contaminated 
in such a way to hurt anyone 


else,” he said, adding that it 
took less than an hour to clean 
the area. 

Propes was taken to the 
University of Hospital Medi¬ 
cal Center in Lexington where 
he was treated. 

As of Monday morning, 
Propes was no longer a patient 
there, said UK Medical Public 
Information Officer Julie Phil¬ 
lips. 

Coffman said that after of¬ 
ficers searched Propes’ house 
and property, although no 
meth was found, ingredients 
which could be used to make 
meth were found. 

“We found ammonium ni¬ 
trate, lye, and lithium strips,” 
Coffman said. 

In addition, Coffman said 
that he saw the barrel outside 
the house where the fire and 
explosion had occurred. 

“He was probably burning 
some of the aftermath and that’s 
what caused the explosion,” he 
said, adding that Propes likely 
will be cited to District Court 
or the case handed to the grand 
jury.
